Income limits for admission 
and continued occupancy has 
been established.

In order to realize the full meaning of democracy within their 
ination, the people of the Sudan have adopted a traditional Amer- 


ican concept—the “town meeting,’ 


where resfdents of the smallest 


Village take an active and very practical interest in the affairs 
‘of government on the local level, 

The Sudanese Government has deliberately encouraged decen- 
tralization of political power to the level of local councils: munic- 
ipal councils for large cities like Khartoum and Port Sudan; 
town councils in smaller tewns, and district councils which cover 
many small villages. This process of decentralization is particu- 
larly significant in view of the Sudan's past history of a strongly 
centralized government. Under the Condominium of 1899, the 
country was divided into thirteen provinces with a number of 
districts in each province. Each of these was administered by 
an agent of the central government. Now the central government 
relinquishes its powers except in the field of public security. 
In taxation, civic improvement and agriculturai development 
locally elected officials are assuming more and more responsibility. 
In Khartoum the municipal council recently carried out a housing 
development for several thousand poor families, 

This decentralization has received much support from the 
traditional Arab council, or Mejlis, which had governed the life 
of the people in the rural sections, The Mejlis had regulated the 
affairs of many tribes in the Sudan, and through a system of 
“Sheik’s Courts” had assumed considerable administrative, judi- 


cial and financial powers. 


As a result of intense interest in local politics, rural elections 
now involve vigorous campaigns which provide an excellent step- 
‘ping stone to higher elective office,

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an 
election to be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a certain 
Proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, which said amendment is 
herein set out, and ordered that the said 
election be held on the first Tuesday in 
May next following final adjournment. of 
the 1957 regular session of the Legislature; 
and 

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday in May 
next following final adjournment of the 
1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, ut 
Which the amendment was Proposed, will 
be and occur on Tuesday, May 6, 1958; 
and 

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is re- 
quired by law and by the provisions of the 
act submitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
Weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for the election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James E. Fol- 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday the 6th day of May, 1958, 
an election will be held at the several poll- 
ing places within the State of Alabama, 
{n the manner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama of 1901: 

“The Court of Appeals is hereby con- 
Stituted the Court of Criminal Appeals, 
which shall have final, exclusive,’ and 
irrevisable supreme appellate jurisdic- 
tion coextensive with the limits of the 
State in all criminal and quasi-criminal 
cases of whatsoever grade. The Court 
of Criminal Appeals shall have power 
to issue such original, remedial, and ex- 
traordinary writs as may be necessary to 
give it a general Superintendency and 
control of inferior jurisdictions, The 
judges of the Court of Appeals holding 
office at the time this amendment shall 
become effective, or who shall be elected 
to a future term on the Court of Ap- 
peals, shall constitute the judges of said 
court for the remainder of the terms for 
which they were chosen as judges of the 
Court of Appeals. Appeals from death 
Sentences shall be heard by said. court 
augumented by four justices of the Su- 
preme Court selected in rotation by the 
Chigf Justice. The provisions hereof 
Shall be self-executing.”” 

I further direct and proclaim that notice 
of this election upon Tuesday the 6th day 
of May 1958 upon the above set forth 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1901, be given by publish- 
ing the same once a week for four succes- 
Sive weeks next preceding Tuesday the 6th 
day of May 1958 in each ccamty in the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper pub- 
lished in said county.
